For  the  second  year  in  succession  I  am  able  to 
report  to  you  an  increase  of  births  over  deaths,  this  time  to  the 
extent  of  over  three  to  one.  There  were  thirty  live  births(nineteen 
in  1946)  which  equal?  an  Annual  Birth  rate  of  24.3  per  1000, accepting 
the  Linistry  of  Health  population  figure  of  1,203  which  is  the  only  one 
available  at  present  (The  General  Rate  is  20.5)  V  V 


In  spite  of  the  comparatively  large  number  of 
old  people  in  the  village,  the  number  of  deaths  has  fallen  to  9 
(13  in  1946)  which  equals  an  Annual  Death  Rate  of  7.4  per  lp00,the 
rate  for  the  whole  Country  being  12.  The  natural  increase  is  thus  over 
17.3  per  1000  more  than  three  times  that  of  1946  disregarding  the 
unknown  figures  of  emigration  and  immegration. 


Once  again  the  nutober  of  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  received  has  been  very  low,  the  only  notable  ones 
being  four  cases  of  measles  and  one  of  typhoid  which  was  probably 
acquired  outside  the  district  and  recovered  successfully.  Persistent 
scabies  in  one  family  was  of  nuisance  value  but  I  have  no  knowledge  of 
its  further  spread. 


I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  was  no  case  of 
the  poliomyelitis  (infantile  Paralysis)  which  caused  such  wide  spread 
alarm  through  the  country. 

No  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported 
during  1947  and  two  pulmonary  cases  were  removed  from  the  register 
during  the  year  because  of  their  recovery,  so  that  on  December  31st 
1947  four  .ion -pulmonary  female  caseB  alone  remained. 

With  regard  to  Diphtheria  immunisation,  ten 
children  received  a  complete  course  and  three  five  year  olds  who  had 
been  immunised  in  infancy  a  reinforcing  injection.  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  some  of  the  Tintwistle  children  have  been  immunised  at  the 
Kollingworth  Infant  Welfare  Centre.
